Thoughls help so much In planning 
or doing (Uftlcull or monotonous 
taskH. What Is your- opinion as to 
■what constitutes .iiio, happiest 'In- 
dlvldnal? One psychologist doflned 
that person as "he who thinks the 
happiest thoughts", i 

Some mothors do not hold their 
children to a dally routine because 
It Is too inconvenient' for them, and 
because thoy think tho children need 
a change. Change comes quickly 
enough for the older children, but tho 
little tots, and Infants should be 
kept to an established routine In 
feeding, bathing, sleeping, playing, 
or learning. If you think of this as 
being rhymical the idea becomes 
more beautiful. 

From tho day of birth the child 
must be taught obedience, also. In 
adhering to this routine. If he does. 
U will build up faith In the parents 
and upon faith In parents depends 
obedience and confldonce. Later tho 
growing child will then follow his 
parents* guiding suggestions more 
readily, If he has been brought up in 
a quiet, serene and happy environ- 
ment with daily routine, or rhythm. 

If a parent neglects this early 
training in habits and obedience, and 
later attempts to force this obedience 
upon the child, the youngster will 
not develop Judgment and will, but 
will fall Into that fatal facility of 
following other people's Judgment 
and wills, which tends to make him 
a member of a helpless mob of mere 
sheep, instead of a wise, free, strong 
Individual. 

It seems that there are so many 
do's and don't in bringing up chil- 
dren, and the best way Is to use com- 
mon sense. But — caution— beware — 
lookout (for the cars) about exact- 
ing obedience In matters where it is 
unnecessary, as In a forced silence, 
or quietness. Children are naturally 
inqulBltlve and active. Answer their 
questions, and do not discourage ex- 
perimentation, unless dangerous.
